MOT^^siEUKdela  Salle  yB,  Normi//^ 
was  the  firft  who  difcovered 
Loutjtana^  above  50  Years  ago.  He 
got  thither  through  Canada  *  that  is, 
he  went  down  the  River  MiJJiftppl 
as  far  as  the  Gulph  of  Mexico^  where 
it  falls  into  the  Ocean*  Before  hirn, 
the  E?7gUJh  had  attempted  to  go  up 
the  River  ;  but  when  they  came  to  a 
certain  Winding,  which  forms  a  Cir- 
cle, only  7  Leagues  below  ISiew  Or^ 


(  4  ) 
leans^  they  conje(3:ured,  upon  finding 
themfelves  much  about  the  Place 
from  whence  they  departed  the  Even- 
ing before,  that  they  were  got  to 
the  End,  and  could  go  no  further  ; 
whereupon  they  returned  back.  From 
hence  this  Place  is  called  the  Detour 
des  y^mlois.

Both  the ' beginning  anjd  ending  of 
that  Winding,  are,  I  think,  to  the 
Eaft  ;  fo  that,  in  the  Space  of  two 
or  three  Hours,  one  has  the  Sun  both 
belore  and  behind  ;  and  this  it  was 
that  deceived  the  poor  Efjgltfh.  Mon- 
iieur  de  la  Salle^  who  came  down  the 
M'ljjiftppt  as  far  as  the  Gulph,  went 
back  the  fame  Way  up  to  Canada  ; 
from  whence  he  returned  to  France^ 
and  made  Application  to  the  King 
for  a  Ship,  in  order  tocompleat  the 
Dilcovery  of  this  Country,  which  was 
accordingly  granted  to  him.     By  this 

Me.ms 
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Means  the  Lou'ifiana  belongs  to   the 
French. 

The  Country  was  found  inhabited 
all  along  the  MiJJiJippt  by  fmall  favage 
Nations,  who  had  no  Manner  of 
Knowledge  of  the  French  :  They 
might,  however,  have  feen,  or  heard 
talk  of  white  Men,  becaufe  the  Eng^ 
lifo^  and  after  them  the  French^  had 
difcovered,  and  taken  PolTelTion  of 
the  Ifland  of  Mobile^  which  is  called 
Fort  Conde.  Ten  Leagues  from 
thence,  upon  the  Sea  Shore,  ftands 
Fort  Dauphin^  which  is  called  Majja-- 
cre^  becaufe  the  Savages  deftroyed  and 
maflacred  at  that  Place  an  infinite 
Number  of  the  Engltfh.  One  hun- 
dred Leagues  from  Mubik^  g^^^g  ^P 
a  River  of  the  fame  Name,  is  a  Port 
called  Tombekbe^  where  there  is 
a  commanding  Officer  and  a  Garri- 
fon.

Above  ioo  Leagues  from  Mobile ^ 
purfuing  the  Courfe  of  the  River  of 
the  ^libamons^  ftands  Fort  TouJoujey 
where  there  is  likevvife  a  command- 
ing: Officer  and  a  Garrifon. 

Thfse  Countiies  are  inhabited  by 
the  Chicacas^z  favage  Nation,  againft 
whoin  we  have  hitherto  li:ood  upon 
our  Guard  ;  but  we  are  now  treating 
aboit  Peace  with  them  ;  tkey  are 
quitting  the  Side  of  the  Engli/h,  and 
Mr.  Vaudreuil  is  juft  gone  to  Mobile 
to  treat  with  their  Chiefs,  and  to  re- 
ceive their  Prefents,  and  give  them 
others;  for  thele  Gentry  make  Pre- 
fents Pilla^  that  is,  Gratis^  provided 
Prefents  are  alfo  made  to  them.There 
v/e  have  alfo  the  Chaktas^  or  Flat- 
heads,  about  5000  Men  fit  to  bear 
Arms,  who  are  our  great  Friends, 
and  declared  Enemies  of  the  Cmca-- 
tas^  vvhofe  Friends  they  will  be- 
come, 
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come,  if  Peace  is  concluded.     They 
are    called    Chaktas^    becaafe     their 
Heads  are    really  flat  ^  occafioned  by 
this,  that  as    foon  as  they    are    born, 
and  during  their  Infancy,  their  Heads 
are  bound  very  tight    with  bondages, 
infomuch  that  they  can  look  up   per- 
pendicularly, without  lifting  up  their 
Heads.       1   fhall    flightly    pais   ov^er 
thefe   Cantons,     becaufe    I  have    not 
been  among  them  ;  I  only  kn©w,  that 
the    Way    to    them  is    through    the 
Lake  of   Ponchartrain^     which  lies  a 
League  from  Neao    Orkans    to    the 
Northward.     It   is  eafy  to   conclude, 
that    the    Nations  which  the  French 
found    along    the  Miji/ippi^   did  not 
carry  on  any  Commerce :  They  dwelt, 
as  they  do  flill,  in   wooden  Cabbins 
very  ill  built,  and  diftant  enough  irom 
each  other,  and   do  not   appear  like 
Cities    or  Towns  j    they   call    them 
Villages. 

The 
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The  Cuftom  is  to  travel  on  the 
River,  it  not  being  poflible  to  make 
long  Journeys  by  Land,  becaufe  of 
the  bad  Roads,  Moraffes  that  muft 
be  traverfed,  thick  Forefts,  and  the 
Difficulty  of  finding  Vi6laals,  tho* 
wild  Oxen,  Kids  and  wild  Foul  might 
be  found  ;  but  then,  as  there  could 
be  no  other  Way  of  going  than  on 
Foot,  a  Man  could  not  carry  a  fuffi- 
cient  Quantity  of  Powder  and  Sho^. 
It  would  be  more  eafy  for  the  Sava- 
ges, who  walk  very  well  in  the 
Woods,  and  efteem  it  but  a  fmall 
Matter  to  live  feveral  Days  without 
eating  ;  but  they  neverthelefs  per- 
form their  Journeys  by  Water,  ex- 
cepting the  ChicacaSy  who  are  much 
afraid  of  it. 

We  have  an  open  Trade  with  the 
Spaniards  and  Americans  ;  by  Ame-* 
ricansy    I  mean    the    Merchants    who 

come 
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come  from  St,  Domhio-o  and  Marti- 
/^uo  by  Sea.  There  is  no  going  into 
America  by  the  River  MlJJiJippl^  the 
Source  of  which  is  not  difcovered  j 
and  it  is  navigated  upon  no  farther 
than  from  the  Sea  as  high  as  the  Red 
River,  200  Leagues  from  'Nc^jo  Ork^ 
a?js^  where  one  Leaves  it  to  go  to 
the  hianchez  •  and  from  thence,  by 
other  Rivers,  as  far  as  the  Illimisy 
from  whence  one  goes  on  to  Canada^ 
partly  by  Land  and  partly  by  Water: 
In  order  to  do  fo,  Canoes  are  made 
of  the  Bark  of  Trees,  which  are  bound 
with  Twigs,  and  which  two  Men 
carry  where  there  is  a  Foot-way  j 
and  you  get  into  them  to  crofs  any 
Moraffes,  Lakes  or  Bays  which  inter- 
vene. 1  have  never  been  this  Jour^ 
ney,  and  therefore  fpeak  of  it  only 
from  Hear-fay. 

Heretofore  we  traded  with  the 
Spa^j/ardsy  to  whom  \ve  carried  proper 

Mer- 
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Merchandizes,  for  which  they  paid 
in  good  Piaftres  ;  but  Monfieur  Van- 
drtull  has  forbid  carrying  any  more  to 
them  ;  if  they  want  us,  they  muft 
come  to  us.  It  is  to  be  prefumed, 
that  he  has  fufficient  Reafons  for  hin- 
dering thefe  Voyages. 

We  trade  at  prefent  with  the  ji-^ 
mericansy  to  whom,  for  their  Stuffs 
and  Rum,  we  give  Piaftres,  or  other 
Goods,  chiefly  Peafeaud  Beans,  which 
are  very  rare,  efpecially  at  Martimco'^ 
we  alio  fupply  them  with  Timber 
for  building  Ships.  To  the  Mer- 
chants who  bring  Stuffs,  Cloth,  Wine, 
Brandy,  Liquors,  Arms  and  Meal 
from  France^  we  give,  in  Exchange, 
Tobacco,  Rice,  Mahis,  Cotton,  In- 
digo, Skins,  Pine-wood,  Cyprus,  Ce- 
dar, Log-wood,  Pitch,  Tar,  or  Pias- 
tres ;  Paper  Bills  having  no  Currency 
but  in  the  Colony  :  We  do  alfo  give 
them  Bills  of  Exchange  :  Laftly,  we 

lupply 
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fapply  the  Savages  with  Fufils,  Pow- 
der, Shotj  Knives,  Needles,  Razors, 
Vermillion,  Woollen,  Ribbons,  Blan- 
kets, Shirts,  blew  and  red  Cloth^ 
and  Brandy  well  mixed  with  Water  ; 
for  which  we  get  Skins  of  wild  Oxen, 
Kids,  Otters,  Beavers,  Venifon,  or 
wild  Fowl,  and  whatever  elle  they 
can  get  that  pleafes.  Thefe,  alfo, 
who  come  often  to  Ne^  Orleans  take 
Paper  Notes  in  Payment. 

The  French  live  fociably  enough, 
but  the  Officers  are  too  free  with  the 
Town's  People  ^  and  the  Town's 
People  that  are  rich  are  too  proud 
and  lofty ;  their  Inferiors  hardly  dare 
fpeak  to  them,  and  here,  as  every 
where  elfe  (to  make  Ufe  of  a  com- 
mon Proverb)  an  upftart  Fellow  thinks 
that  others  are  not  worthy  to  look 
at  him.  Every  one  (ladies  his  own 
Profit  ;  the  Poor  labour  for  a  Week, 
and   fquander    in  one    Day   all    they 

C  have 
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have  earned  in  fix  ;  from  thence 
ai  ifes  the  Profit  of  the  Publick-houfes, 
which  flourifti  every  Day  :  The  rich 
fpend  their  Time  in  feeing  their 
Slaves  work  to  improve  their  Lands, 
and  get  Money,  which  they  fpend  in 
Plays,  Balls  and  Feafts  ;  but  the 
moft  com.mon  Paftime  of  the  higheft 
as  well  as  loweft",  and  even  of  the 
Slaves,  is  Women  ;  {o  that  if  there 
are  500  Women  married,  or  unmar- 
ried in  Ne^j)  Orleans,  including  all 
Ramks,  I  don't  believe,  without  Ex- 
sggeration^that  there  are  ten  of  them 
of  a  blamelefs  Character  ;  as  for  me, 
I  know  but  tvvo  of  thofe,  and  even 
they  are  privately  talked  of.  What 
I  fay  of  ISew  Orkcrns,  1  fay  of  the 
whole  Province,  without  being  guilty 
of  Slander  or  Calumny.  Laws  are 
obferved  here  much  in  the  fame  Man- 
ner as  in  France,  or  worfe :  The 
rich  Man  knows  how  ro  procure  him- 
ielt  juftice  of  the  Poor,    if  the  Affair 

is 


is  to  his  Advantage  ;  but  if  the  poor 
Man  is  in  the  right,  he  is  obliged  to 
enter  into  a  Compofition  ;  if  the  rich 
is  in  the  wroag  the  Affair  is  ftifled. 
They  deal  fairly  with  fuch  as  are  very 
fha^p-fighted  :  As  the  King  is  at  a 
gteat  Di!l:ance,  they  make  him  pro- 
vide Victuals,  Arms  and  Cloathmg; 
for  the  Troops,  which  thofe  who 
keep  the  Offices  or  Magazines,  fell, 
and  put  the  Money  in  their  owii 
Pockets  5  the  poor  Soldier,  for  whom 
they  were  deiigned,  never  fo  much 
as  feeing  them. 

Let  us  now  take  a  View  of  what 
relates  to  the  Table.  Thofe  who 
have  not  much  Money  are  feldom 
without  Wine  in  their  Cellars  •  the 
Tradefman  is  leldom  a  Week  with- 
out drinking  it  beyond  Moderation  ; 
but  that  is  nothing  in  comparifon 
with  the  Soldier  :  I  muft  here  give 
you  a  fhort  Detail  of    his  Life,  as  I 

C  2  can 
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can  do  it  better  than  another.  That 
the  Reader  may  the  better  compre- 
hend the  Expence  of  his  way  of  liv- 
ing, I  fhall  let  down  the  Price  the 
Soldier  pays  for  Eatables  and  Drink- 
ables at  a  Tavern.  Liquors  are  a 
Piitoie  a  Bottle;  Brandy  three  Livres 
fijreen  Sols  ;  Rum  and  Wine  fifty 
Sols  ;  Bread  twelve  Sols  a  Pound  ; 
Butcher's  Meat  fix  Sols  ;  a  fucking 
Pig  ICO  Sols  5  a  Turkey  three  or 
four  Livres  ,  a  Goofe,  fifty  Sols  5  a 
l>uck  twenty-five  ;  a  Teal  twelve ; 
a  fmall  Sallad  thirty  ;  and  if  one  will 
pafs  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour  with  a 
Female,  white,  red,  black  or  tawny, 
you  muft  reckon  upon  a  Bill  of  fifty 
Sols.  Now  let  us  fee  the  Soldier's 
Life  ;  What  a  rare  Subject  for  a  Fa- 
vourite of  the  Mufes  !  But  as  I  am 
not  fb,  1  will  defcribe  it  in  a  plain 
Manner,  as  1  have  done  in  all  the 
Articles,  which  you^  perhaps,  have 
jufi:  been  reading. 


A  Short  Account  ofif/j^  Soldier's 
Life  in  Louiiiana^ 

DR  INK  ^hhofU  Thlrfi  awaking 
in  the  Morning,  and  rubbing 
his  Fyes  with  his  two  Fifts^  cries  out 
with  a  mafculine  Voice,  irho  nx)Ul 
drink  a  Dram  ^ith  me  ^  His  infepa- 
rable  Companion,  Drink  jor  ever^ 
immediately  anfvvers,  tho'  half  afleep, 
/  will :  Run  to  If^ine  and  Thlrjiy 
leap  out  of  Bed  dire61:ly,  and  joia 
them  :  There's  a  Party  made  of  four, 
who  fly  to  the  Liquor  Magazine  ; 
each  takes  a  Chair  ;  a  Bottle  of  the 
golden  Liquor  makes  its  Appearance 
upon  a  Table  fufficiently  dircy,  en- 
compaffed  with  four  GlafTes,  which 
are  quickly  filled,  and  as  foon  emp- 
tied :  In  a  fhort  Time  the  Bottle  is 
empty  alfo ;  then  comes  in  another^, 
fucceeded  by  a  third^  and  that  fol- 
lowed 
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lowed  by  a  fourth.  Thus  my  four 
Squires  have  each  got  a  Bottle  of 
Brandy  in  his  Paunch  ;  this  is  only 
to  begin  with.  ^Jojoould  be  a  Shamc^ 
cries  Thirfty  with  a  loud  Voice,  to 
come  to  the  Ta^verH  for  this  Trife^  kfs 
have  Come  PVtne :  Some  Wine  is  una- 
nimouily  ecchoed  by  all  the  jovial 
Company :  The  Wine's  brought  in  ; 
each  of  them  fwallows  down  two  or 
three  Bottles,  and  then  they  talk  of 
Breakfaft :  No  Time  is  loft,  the 
Cloth  is  laid,  and  they  eat,  not  for- 
getting to  drink  plentifully.  Ftnta 
trah'tt  Pintamy  pofi  Flntam  Phita  re^ 
vertit. 

They  grow  warm,  talk  of  War  ; 
one  takes  the  Fort  of  the  Chicacas  ; 
this  cuts  them  to  Pieces,  that  poifons 
them,  another  burns  them  ;  Night 
approaches  ;  one  flseps  upon  the 
Table,  another  fmoaks,  the  third 
fings,and  the  fourth  talks  very  much, 

very 
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very  loud, and  fays  nothings  a  charm- 
ing Sight  ]  The  Landlady  would  go 
to  Bed,  but  the  Drunkards  won't 
leave  the  Houfe  for  fear  of  being  put 
into  Prifon,  becaufe  the  Barracks  are 
fhut  up  ;  the  Landlady  cries,  the 
Soldiers  fvvear,  and  at  laft  are  per- 
mitted to  pafs  the  Night  there;  they 
get  a  Supply  of  Wine,  and  drink  or 
fleep  upon  the  Floor,  or  upon  a 
Bench,  till  Morning,  when  they  be- 
gin in  the  fame  Manner  as  the  Day 
before,  and  fo  go  on  for  a  Week  or 
Fortnight,  till  they  have  no  Money 
left.  From  the  Tavern  they  go  to 
the  Houfe  of  fome  good-natured 
Lady,  and  demolifh  the  Furniture, 
or  elfc  return  to  their  Quarters,  and 
fo  ends  that  Debauch.  The  next 
Day  tkey  are  either  very  fick,  or  very 
iorry  that  they  have  not  wherewithal 
to  bepin  again.  All  who  have  Mo- 
ney  iollow  the  lame  Courfe  ;  fo  that 
the  Taverns  are  never  without  Sol- 
diers ; 


diers  ;  and  I  have  feen  fbme  of  them 
for    whole   Months  together  without 


being  fober. 


The  Reader,  perhaps,  will  ask 
me,  how  they  manage  to  be  able  to 
fpcnd  fo  much  ?  The  Difficulty  is 
not  hard  to  refolve  ;  moft  of  them 
work,  and  they  fpend  in  a  Fortnight 
what  they  have  been  fix  Months  earn- 
ing. That  is  not  what  I  am  fur- 
prifed  at ;  but  what  I  can't  conceive, 
is,  how  they  can  bear  fuch  exceffive 
Drinking  ;  for  I  have  feen  fome  in- 
tirely  out  of  their  Senfes  for  whole 
Months  together,  drinking  nothing 
but  Brandy  all  the  Time,  and  in  that 
Condition  cohabit  with  diftempered 
Women,  and  yet  they  are  fat,  ruddy, 
and  enjoy  excellent  Health  :  This  is 
above  my  Comprehenfion  ;  I  there- 
fore proceed  to  fomcthing  elfe. 


ii^ 
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In  the  upper  Part  of  the  Country, 
towards  the  IlUrwlsj  befides  Wine 
and  Brandy,  they  have  a  wild  Grape, 
with  which  they  make,  as  I  am  told, 
a  fmall  fowrifh  Wine  ;  they  alfo  ex- 
tract a  Sirrup  from  a  certain  Tree, 
which  is  called  Erable,  by  making 
Incifions  therein,  out  of  which  this 
Sirrup  runs,  without  damaging  the 
Tree  •  and  'tis  a  very  good  Liquor 
by  Report  of  thofe  who  have  tafted 
it.  There  is  Wheat  alfo  among  the 
Illinois y  but  not  enough  to  fupply  the 
Province  with  Flower.  There  is  Meat 
at  the  Shambles  every  Day,  Beef, 
Veal  and  Mutton.  Wild  Beef,  and 
all  Sorts  of  wild  Fowl  are  only  eaten 
in  the  Winter,  but  that  does  not  pre- 
vent the  killing  Meat  confrantly  at 
the  Shambles.  Pork  is  alfo  a  com- 
mon Food;  every  body  rears  it,  even 
the  Slaves  •  and  they  rear  Fowls 
alfo.

As  the  Ground  is  very  foft, a  Plow 
IS  feldoni  afed,  bat  it  is  dag  by  the 
Slaves  *  and  thofe  vvhofe  Ground  is 
hard  enough  for  the  Plow,  make  Ufe 
of  Oxen  5  they  are  alfo  afed  in  the 
Carriages,  the  Horfes  being  only  fit 
for  riding  ;  and  ev^en  for  that,  they 
are  but  little  efteemed,  they  are  io 
YQxy  fmall. 

Louisiana,  in  its  full  Extent, 
contains  above  800  Leagues  of  Coun- 
try, but  it  is  far  from  being  all  in- 
habited. I  have  mentioned  above 
the  Pods  to  the  Eaft  of  Mobile.  Let 
us  now  begin  at  the  Mouth  of  the 
River  MtJJiJippi.  There  is  a  Fort  to 
the  Eaftward  by  the  Sea  Side,  called 
Bnl'ife^  where  there  is  a  commanding 
Oificer  and  a  Garrifon,  and  by  which 
Ships  enter  into  the  River.  Thirty 
Leagues  from  Baltjc^  one  begins  to 
find    Habitations    on  both   Sides  the 

River, 
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River,  at  the  Diftance  of  a  League 
or  two  from  each  other.  It  is  ten 
Leagues  from  the  firft  Habitation  to 
ISew  Orleans  :  The  Habitations  above 
that  Place  are  half  a  League  or  a 
League  from  each  other.  Ten  Leagues 
above  the  Town  is  a  Pofi:  called  the 
Germans^  becaufe  inhabited  by  German 
Families  :  There  is  a  Frc7jch  com- 
manding Officer  and  a  fmall  Garrilon. 
Thirty  Leagues  higher  is  Pointc 
Cauppee^  where  there  is  a  command-, 
ing  Officer  and  a  fmall  Garrifon,  with 
fbme  Inhabitants.One  hundredLeagues 
higher,  are  the  ISakchaSj  which  about 
twenty  Years  ago  was  the  beft  fettled 
Part  of  the  Colony  5  but  the  Savages, 
who  gave  Name  to  chat  Country,  re- 
voked, and  in  the  Night  furprifed, 
and  either  maflacred  or  burnt  the 
Frenchmen^  and  made  all  the  Women 
Slaves.  Perhaps  the  Reader  won't 
be  forry  to  have  an  Account  of  their 
Cruelty,     which  I    have    learnt  from 

D  z  fome 
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fome  of  thofe  Women,  who  now  live 
at  Scojo  Orkans^  and  with  whom  1  am 
well  acquainted. 

The  barbarous  Nakchas  regarded 
neither  Age  nor  Sex  ;  they  burnt  at 
Cadre  all  the  Men  whom  they  took 
alive  ;  they  deftroyed  the  Children 
and  the  Women  with  Child,  whom 
they  looked  upon  as  an  Encumbrance, 
and  made  Slaves  of  the  others,  among 
whom  were  fevcral  Officer's  Wives. 
Thoie  poor  Wretches  fufFered  un- 
heard-of Torments ;  the  moft  cruel 
of  which  was,  being  forced  to  yield 
to  rhe  bmtith  Paffions  of  their  Maf^ 
ters  ;  What  more  Ihockino;  for  a 
Chriftian  and  virtuous  Woman!  They 
were  employed  in  carrying  Water, 
cutting  and  carrying  Wood,  pounding 
Mahis,  making  Sagamlte  and  baking 
it  :  They  had  nothing  to  live  upon 
but  the  Scraps  which  thofe  Monfters 
of  Nature  threw  to  them,  as  to  Dogs, 

and 
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and  fo  little,  that  what  fapported 
them  for  a  Day  was  hardly  lufficient 
for  one  Meal.  In  this  Condition  thofe 
unfortunate  Frer^chijoome^ncmmnexi  ior 
two  or  three  Years,  expofed  to  be 
cruelly  beat  for  the  flighteft  Faults  : 
They  w^ere  at  ia(t  ranfomed,  but 
fome  of  them  carrying,  wirh  the  Fe- 
male Sex,  a  manly  Heart  and  Cou- 
rage, faved  themlelv^es  by  killing 
their  Tyrants*  By  Degrees  the  Nac-- 
thas  were  deftroyed ;  however,  there 
are  ftill  a  few  of  them  leit  amonG[ 
the  Chcachas^  whom  theie  lail  pro- 
miie  to  give  up  alive  or  dead. 

This  Poft  is  towards  the  North, 
and  has  a  commanding  Officer  and 
a  Garrifon,  with  three  or  four  Inhabi- 
tants. From  thence  comes  the  beft 
Tobacco  of  the  Country.  The  Soil 
is  very  good,  and  very  agreeable, 
there  being  prodigious  fine  MeadoA^s 
and    Mountains^    infomuch    that     it 

looks 


looks  like  a  little  Fra^/ce.  From  thence 
the  Courfe  of  the  River  leads  to  the 
South,  where  you  find  the  ISlatchi^ 
touches  ;  from  whom  you  proceed  to 
AW  Mexico^  where  there  are  Mines 
of  Gold  Duft.  To  go  from  the  Nac^ 
kas  to  the  Illinois^  and  to  Canada^ 
you  muft  quit  the  River  MiJJiJippi^ 
and  enter  upon  the  Ked  River  ;  and 
from  that,  upon  others,  where  you 
find  the  Tomcas^  the  Arcanjas^  the 
Atacapas^  the  Avoyelles^  the  Car-- 
cajpas^  and  the  IlUnolsy  and  higher 
up  the  Pams^  th^  Nica/^ies^  the  Mifm 
Jonrisy  the  Ouyas^  and  the  River 
Ouabachcy   ^c. 

The  Country  of  the  lUwois  is  full 
of  Mountains,  from  which  they  get 
Stones  fit  for  buildiog  Houfes.  There 
is  a  commanding  Officer  and  two 
Companies  of  50  Men  each,  who 
fupply  the  neighbouring  Pofts.  The 
Illinois  lie  far  to    the  North,  facing 

the 
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the  Gulph  of  Mixico  ;  fo  that  if  one 
could  go  thither  from  Baltjle  direitly 
crofs  the  Woods,  without  going  up 
the  Mijfijij)pt^  it  would  fave  near 
400  Leagues,  There  are  Tron  and 
Lead  Mines  among  the  Illinois  They 
make  Salt  in  Leaden  Kettles,  and  get 
Water  for  it  out  of  the  neighbourino; 
Lakes,  which  are  faltilh. 

As  to  what  relates  to  Game,  it  is 
open  and  allowed  to  every  body  j  it 
not  being  polTible  to  make  Incloiures 
in  the  Woods,  where  the  game  Haunt. 
The  Dearnefsof  the  Bread,  worth  16 
Sols  8  Deniers  a  Pound,  that  Coun- 
try Money  does  not  hinder  the  Poor 
from  eating  it  tho'  they  make  iome 
Rice,  which  is  much  cheaper,  and  is 
the  ordinary  Food  of  the  low  Sort  of 
People.  The  Slaves  are  fed  with 
Rice,  or  v/ith  Mahis  husked  and  boiled, 
which  is  called  Saga  mi  tL 

We 
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We  have  no  proper  Fairs  ;  the 
Slaves  are  iold  from  one  Perfon  to 
another,  or  by  Auction.  There  are 
very  few  favage  Slaves^  becaufe  we 
are  at  Peace  with  all  the  Nations  ; 
thofe  we  have^  were  taken  in  former 
Wars,  and  we  keep  them.  Our  Ne- 
groes are  procured  from  the  Iflands, 
or  from  Guinea. 

Perhaps  the  Reader  will  be  gkd 
to  know  what  we  do  with  our  Paper 
Notes  when  they  are  much  worn  : 
We  few  them  up,  or  when  they  are 
too  old,  we  carry  them  back  to  the 
Treafury,    and  get  New  Ones. 

The  Forces  are  pretty  well  kept  ; 
thev  haveacompleat  Cloathing  every 
nvo  Years,  and  Part  of  a  Cloathing 
every  Year ;  but  'tis  not  very  iaith- 
iuUy  diftributed  ;  for  out  of  three 
Cioathings    the    CommilTaries    make 

Shift 
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Shift  to  get  one.  They  have  pretty 
fine  Ammunition  Bread,  One  half 
Pound  a  Day,  and  ten  Pound  of  fah 
Pork  a  Month.  The  Money  to  be 
paid  them  after  deducting  Off-Reek^ 
onings  come  to  29  Sols,  6  Deniers 
per  Month,  which  the  King  direds 
to  be  paid  in  French  Money  ;  but, 
inftead  of  that,  -thay  give  them  Paper 
Notes,  which  amount  only  to  14  Sols, 
9  Deniers  of  France^  the  reft  goes 
into  the  CommilTaries  Pockets. 

The  Country  was  at  firft fettled  by 
leud  good  for  nothing  People,  fenC 
from  France  by  Force  ;  afterwards  by 
young  People  who  went  thither  by 
Choice,  and  by  young  People  who 
had  no  Fathers,  taken,  with  their  own 
Good-will,  out  of  the  Hofpitals  at 
Paris  and  I  Orient.  At  prefent  no 
Women  are  fent  there  againft  their 
Will.  Sometimes  falfe  Coiners  and 
Smugglers  are  fent  thither,    but  they 

E  are 
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are  free  in  the  Country,  and  work  for 
themfelv^es  ;  and  even  thofe  of  them 
who  chufe  to  enter  among  the  Troops, 
are  received  there,  provided  they 
}  ave  not  pafTed  thro'  the  Hands  of 
Juftice. 

The  mechanick  Arts  flourifh  : 
The  Kino;  fends  Workmen  for  build- 
ing  and  repairing  his  Ships  :  He  en- 
tertains Seamen  there,  and  Workmen 
in  Wood  and  Iron. 

As  this  Couptry  belongs  to  the 
King,  the  Company  has  no  Office 
there  ;  however,  they  keep  an  Agent, 
who  pays  himfelf  out  of  old  Debts, 
and  inriches   himfelf,     tho'  the  Com- 


pany 


sets  little. 


The  Youth  here  are  employed  la 
hunting,  fitliing  and  pleafuring  •  very 
fevv  learn  the  neceflary  Sciences,  or 
at  beft  it  is  what  is  leaft  attended  to.

The  Children,  even  of  the  beft  Sort, 
know  how  to  fire  a  Musket  or  fhoot 
an  Arrow,  catch  Fifh,  draw  a  Bow, 
handle  an  Oar,  Iwim,  run,  dance, 
play  at  Cards,  and  underftand  Paper 
Notes,  before  they  know  their  Let- 
ters or  their  God.  A  Child  of  fix 
Years  of  Age  knows  more  here  of 
raking  and  fwearing  than  a  young 
Man  of  25  in  Frmice  ;  and  an  inlolent 
Boy  of  12  or  i^  Years  of  Age  will 
bpidly  infult,  and  ftrike  an  old  Man. 

The  different  Ranks  of  People 
here,  are  the  Governor,  the  Com- 
miflary  Diredor  (for  he  has  not  the 
Title  of  Intendant)  the  King's  Lieu- 
tenant, the  Major,  the  military  Offi- 
cers, the  Council,  the  Officers  of  the 
Quil,  the  Milita  Officers,  the  Troops 
and  the  People. 

I  defire  the  Reader  to  confider  that 

I  do    not   pretend  to  give  this   as  a 

E  a  iludied 
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ftiidied  Piece,  my  Deiign  is  to  grati- 
fy the  Curiofity  of  iome  Perfons  who 
have  done  me  the  Honour  to  defire 
an  Account  of  the  Country  where  I 
am,  which  I  have  done  plainly  and 
ingcnioufly.  As  to  the  Manners  and 
Cuftoms  of  the  People,  I  relate  them 
as  they  are  j  and  if  any  Part  feems 
fai-iiical,  it  dues  not  proceed  from 
Malice,  I  could  not  iupprefs  it,  with- 
out betraying  the  Truth.  I  might, 
indeed,  have  a  little  more-  fpared 
thofe  whom  i  find  occafion  to  cenfure  j 
but  I  fpeak  my  Mind  freely,  and  like 
another  Des^Preaux  (the  Comparifon 
is  a  little  rafhi  I  give  every  Thing 
its  proper  Appellation  ;  and  I  do  pofi- 
tively  affirm  that  iii  this  Country

From  Monfteiir  Vaudreliil,  Governor  of 
-    New    Orleans,    to  the  Commtljary 

Dire^or  of  the  Marine  at  Canada, 

dated  i  March,  1744. 

I  Should  be  very  forry  to  miis  any 
Opportunity  to  alTure  you  of  my 
fincere  Efteem  :  I  am  very  much  ob- 
liged to  you  for  your  Care  in  letting 
me  hear  from  you  by  the  Illinois.  I 
received  your  Letter  in  September  ;  it 
came  within  three  Months,  which  we 
reckon  a  quick  PalTage.  I  am  pleafed 
to  hear  you  IHU  enjoy  your  Health, 
for  which  I  do  aflure  you  I  Ihall  ever 

be 
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be  concerned.  I  am  obliged  to  you 
for  your  PromHe  of  Friendlhip  to 
Mr.  Gamelin  dc  St.  Francis  ;  his  Af- 
fe6i:ion  to  me,  and  for  what  relates  to 
the  Settlement  of  my  Lordflbip.  Ac- 
cording to  what  you  do  me  the  Ho* 
noar  to  write  to  me,  Mr.  de  Maure^ 
pas  manages  very  ill,  I  could  not  have 
thought  it,  however  I  don't  wonder, 
being  led  by  a  Family  who  have  oc- 
calioned  Misfortunes  to  many  an  ho- 
neft  Perfon.  Mr.  Hoguart  has,  no 
doubt,  put  an  End  to  his  Confufions, 
and  his  Conceit.  I  enjoy  a  perfect 
Health. 

It  is  but  three  Days  fince  I  re* 
turned  from  Mobile^  where  I  fpent 
three  Months,  and  fupported  many 
Attacks  on  the  Part  of  ail  the  Sava- 
ges of  this  Continent,  who  came  to 
fee  me,  and  1  made  them  the  cufto- 
mary  Prefents.      I   faw  at  leaft  jooo 

of  them,  of  different  Nations^  whom 

• 
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it  was  necelTary  to  fatisfy,  which  as 
we  well  know  is  no  eafy  Matter  5  bat, 
God  be  thanked,  every  thing  iacceed- 
ed  extreamly  well,  and  even  beyond 
the  Expe£lation  of  this  Colony.  To 
judge  by  Appearances,  I  hope,  before 
three  Months  are  at  an  End,  to  give 
the  Country  Reft,  and  make  a  gene- 
ral Peace  with  all  the  Nations  ^  and 
then  this  Colony  will  become  very 
flourifliing.  It  is  the  fineft  Climate 
in  the  World  ;  the  Seafons  are  very 
regular,  the  Country  very  healthful  : 
It  is  hot  for  four  Months,  which  are 
y^^e,  July,  ^uguji  and  September^ 
and  the  reft  a  perpetual  Spring  :  We 
make  Fires  between  four  and  five 
Months  :  The  Land  is  very  fruitful, 
and  produces  furprifingly  :  The  Peo- 
ple cultivate  indigo  much,  which 
fucceds  very  well  :  Trade  becomes 
confiderable  ;  there  is  not  a  Year 
pafles  but  above  twenty  Sail  of  Ships 
come  from  St.   Domltigo  and   MarU-^ 
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f/fco^  and  they  carry  back  Wood  of 
all  Sorts,  which  is  wanted  in  thofe 
Idands;  there  come  only  3  or  4  Ships 
ii'omFrar/cey  befides  the  King's  Ship: 
They  all  do  pretty  well.  The  Neigh- 
bourhood of  the  Spaniards  is  very 
advantagious  to  this  Country  ;  w^e 
draw  from  them  at  leaft  a  Million  a 
Year  in  Piaftres,  and  every  one  comes 
in  for  his  Share.  Nothing  is  wanted 
but  Negroes,  and  they  begin  to  bring 
lome  of  them  this  Year.  I  have  had 
four  ot  them  for  my  Fees.  I  hope 
there  will  be  an  Increafe  ;  I  have  moft 
need  of  it,  on  Account  of  the  Pur-^ 
chale  I  have  made  of  a  Plantation 
which  coafls  me  30000  Liv.  to  be 
paid  in  four  Years,  on  which  there 
are  34ftror)g  well-made  Negroes,  all 
Manner  of  Buildings,  and  even  a  fine 
Dov^e-houfe  ftock'd  with  above  100 
Pidgeons,  57  Oxen  and  Cows,  as 
mary  Sheep,  and  the  reft  in  Propor- 
tion. There  are  1 80  Arpens  of  grabb'd 

up 
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up  tilled  Land  ploughed  and  fowed  ; 
I  have  built,  with  Bricks,  ten  Vats 
to  make  Indigo^  and  hope  the  Pro- 
duce of  four  Years  will  pay  the  Prin- 
cipal, Provifions  being  dear  occafi- 
oned  my  buying  this  Plantation,  and 
if  you  will  live  in  this  Place  you  muft 
have  one  ;  befides,  I  had  it  almoft 
for  nothing.  I  was  offered,  belore  f 
laid  ont  any  Thing  upon  it,  Lh. 
15000  more  than  I  am  to  give.  I 
think  I  have  made  a  good  Bargain. 
Mrs.  k  Verrier  is  highly  obliged  to 
you  for  your  kind  Remembrance  ;  ilie 
has  been  happy  in  a  very  good  State 
of  Health;  does  not  repent  her 
Voyage  ;  defires  her  Service,  and  her 
Son  his  RefpeSs  to  you.  Pray  make 
mine  acceptable  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bego?7^  Mr.  Robert y\si\\Qm\  love  and 
efteem  infinitely  ;  and  to  Mrs.  Repen^ 
thnil  I  am  in  thefe  fame  Sentiments,

Dear  Brother, 

ITake,  with  the  greateft  Pleafure  imagi- 
nable, this  Opportunity  to  affure  you  of 
my  tender  Affeftion  towards  you.  1  have 
been  extreamly  well  ever  fince  the  King's 
Ship's  Departure.  I  returned  but  three  Days 
ago  from  Mobile,  where  I  fpent  near  three 
Months,  hearing  all  the  Harangues  of  the 
Chafla  SavageSy  and  others,  and  diftributing 
to  them  their  annual  Prefents  ;  I  never  faw 
fo  much  Tra£lablenefs  in  any  Nation  as  in 
that ;  I  did  what  I  pleafed  with  them, 
which  has  furprifed  Numbers  of  People, 
whoexpefted  I  Ihould  meet  with  infurmoun- 
table  Difficulties.  I  muft  tell  you,  dear 
Brother,  that  when  I  came  here,  the  Chi- 
kacas  had  taken  feven  or  eight  Frenchmen 
in  the  River  of  the  Arcanfas,  killed  one, 
and  carried  away  the  reft  into  Slavery  home 
to  their  Villages:  As  foon  as  they  heard  of 
my  Arrival  in  this  Colony,  they  fent  me 
back  al]  our  Frenchmen,  with  the  great  Flag 
and  a  Wand  of  Peace,  begging  I  would 
have  Compallion  ot  them,  and  grant  them 
Peace,  promiiing  they  would  for  ever  ad- 
here  to   mcj  even  more  than   any   other 

Nation 
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Nation  of  this  Continent.  They  added* 
that  they  knew  me  to  be  the  Son  of  * 
mighty  Chief,  who  had  long  governed  th^ 
northern  People,  and  made  them  all  happy? 
that  they  hoped,  I  would  fhew  the  fame 
Regard  for  thofe  of  this  Continent  ;  and 
that  if  I  favoured  them,  they  would  be 
more  attached  to  the  French  than  any  other 
Nation  ;  and  a  thoufand  Things,  oneftron- 
ger  than  another.  I  gave  them  to  under- 
Itand,  that  I  was  fatisfied  with  them,  but 
that  I  would  not  determine  any  Thing 
without  the  Confent  of  the  Chaktas,  our 
good  Allies,  with  whom  I  would  prevail 
to  grant  them  the  Peace  they  defired,  upon 
Condition  they  would  drive  the  Englijh  out 
of  their  Country,  who  were  the  Authors  of 
their  Misfortunes,  and  were  of  a  dangerous 
Spirit,  always  endeavouring  to  embroil  all 
the  World,  and  aimed  at  nothing  fo  much 
as  the  Deftruftion  of  the  red  Men.  They 
finally  anfwered  me.  That  they  would  ac- 
cept of  the  Condition,  and  would  drive  the 
EngliJJo  away,  and  never  receive  them  more. 
In  confequence  of  which,  I  fpoke  to  the 
Chactas  (which  is  the  Nation  it  is  moft  our 
Intereft  to  manage)  who  left  it  to  me^  ci- 
ther to  make  Peace  or  War  ;  and  faid,  they 
would  attend  my  Orders,  and  always  con- 
form themfelves  to  my  Defire  ;  fo  that  if 
the   Chicachas  execute  the  Conditions  they

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have  propofed  to   me,    the  Peace  will  be 

g-^pfval  in  this  Cou   cry  before  two  Months 
arc  ac  an  Erd,and  this  Place  will  becon-.e  ve- 
rv  cDnfidcrable.  It  js  capable  of  being  made 
th(  fireftCoiony  theKing  hasin  the  World. 
It  d^es  TV't  bcv-ome  me   to  blame  the  Con- 
da  ,iui  ^  the  s,  but  many   an  unpardonable 
I'.iblr  has  beer;  committed  :    I  proceed  di^ 
rc^<^.il>  oppoiiie  in    many  Things,    and  fuc- 
ctccied  perfeflly  well  :  I  found  they  were  to 
be  refolutely  fpoken  to,  and  I  a6led  accord- 
ingly.    The   Red  Shoes   was  the  humblcfl: 
of  i^em  all,  and  I  regarded  him  lefs  than 
a:iy   other    Chief  at  Mcdailk,    They   had 
g  ven  him  too  much  Authority  in  his  Na- 
tion ;  I    endeavoured   to   lelTen    it,  by  re- 
trenching from  his  Government  the  eight 
Villages   lying  to  the   Weft,    as   alfo  the 
Chacchoumas,  and  I  have  taken  them  to  my 
felf :  I  defy  him  now  to  do  any  Harm,    atid 
I  ftrongly  affiired  him,  before  all  the  Chiefs 
at  Mcdaille,  and  the  Warriors  of  the  whole 
Nation,    that  the  very    firft    Complaint  I 
fhould  have  of  him,  I  would  retrench  his 
prefent,    and    deprive  him  of  my    Table. 
He  became  more   humble  for   all  this,  and 
p-^mifed    Wonders.     There    has   not    any 
thi^o[  remarkable  happened  in  this  Colony 
fi.ice^  my  laft,  which  I  fent  by  Mr.  d'Jl- 
court,  I    informed  you  of  the  Views  I  had 
for  Mr.  de  Bienville'^  Plantation  j    the  Pur- 
chafe 
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chafe  was  20000  Livres,  payable  In  two 
Years,  on  Condition  that  Mr.  de  vlauiepas 
fhould  favour  me  in  regard  to  yourDraughts. 
In  the  mean  time  I  tenanted  it  ot  him  for 
lOoPoftols.  As  that  Plantation  was  L^eiti- 
tute  of  Negroes  and  ploughing  Oxen,  a  d 
I  had  nothing  of  what  is  neceifary  o  '.n- 
prove  it.  I  found  I  was  bubbled  ,  th'b  de- 
termined me  to  buy  that  of  Mr.  Gautauii^ 
who  is  going  over  to  fettle  in  Fi  ancc,  \  am 
to  pay  in  four  Years  30000  Livres  (or  ic  m 
four  Payments  made  'in  Fra^ice  at  the  Race 
of  7600  Livres  each  Year,  begimn  ■.iiis 
prefent  at  the  Return  of  the  King's  bh^p. 
As  I  make  no  doubt  but  Mr.  dc  .jjiutpjs 
will  grant  me  Bills  of  Exchange  in  int:  O:- 
itribution  that  will  be  made  of  them,  I 
thought  I  ought  not  to  hefitate  a  Moment 
in  concluding  the  Bargain.  There  are  upjn 
that  Plantation  twenty-eight  Negroe::,  molt 
of  whom  know  fome  Trade  :  If  I  was  will- 
ing to  fell  them,  I  could  getfor  them  above 
the  Sum  I  have  agreed  for.  It  is  a  vo  y 
good  Settlement  well  ftock'd  with  all  Ma  »- 
ner  df  Utenfils.  This  is  not  to  be  wondcrM 
at  coming  out  of  the  Hands  of  a  Wa'ehouie 
Keeper.  There  are  ^  57  Horn  Cattle,  as 
many  Sheep,  a  fine  Dove-houfe  well  ftjck'd 
with  Pidgeons,  and  all  the  reft  in  Pr-  -,f- 

tion  ; 

*  The   Author   iay<;  5e*V;  a  Cornc^    by   which  he  .i.e-ns 
Cows  and  Oxen. 
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tion;  as  much  Houfc  as  Is  convenient  upon 
that  Plantation.  Add  to  this  *  200  Arpens 
of  arable  Land,  part  of  which  is  plough'd 
and  fown,  and  the  reft  fet  apart  to  make 
Indigo.  I  expeft  that  the  Produce  of  this 
Plantation  will  bring  each  Year  7500  Liv. 
that  I  am  to  pay  ;  befides,  a  Plantation  is 
a  very  ufeful Thing  in  this  Place  where  Pro- 
vifionsare  extrcamly  dear  ;  it  I  would  have 
fold  it  I  might  for  loooo  Livres  Profit  ;  by 
this  you  may  fee  I  have  got  a  good  Bargain. 
The  four  Negroes  I  had  of  Mr.  de  ^Icourt 
for  my  Fees,  1  have  placed  upon  that  Plan- 
tation :  This  will  confiderably  increafe eve- 
ry Year,  if  Things  profper,  as  I  hope  they 
will,  all  will  go  well  ;  I'll  negleft  nothing 
to  clear  me  of  this  Bufinefs  :  I  know  too 
well  what  it  is  to  be  in  Debt;  therefore 
will  take  Care  for  the  future  to  be  free.  I 
never  could  have  Bone  any  Thing  with  Mr. 
de  Bienvi/Ie's  Plantation  ;  befides  the  Bad- 
nefs  of  the  Ground,  we  run  the  Risk  of 
lofing  your  Negroes  by  often  crofling  the 
River  ,  whereas  that  I  have  purchafed,  be- 
ing but  one  League  from  the  Town,  I'll 
often  walk  there,  and  benefit  by  the  little 
Exercife,  I  don't  queftion  but  you'll  ap- 
prove of  my  Purchafe  ;  the  Produce  where- 
of will  increafe  greatly.

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come  to  you  by  the  Hands  of  Mr,  RaJ^eaux, 
who  made  a  bad  Voyage  to  Fera  Cruce,  his 
Ship  having  been  feized,  he  was  obliged 
to  give  14000  Piaftres  to  have  her  backhand 
to  give  Security  for  the  fame.  His  Brother 
is  left  at  that  Place  ;  I  am  truly  forry  for 
it  ;  ftill  more  fo  on  Account  of  the  Cheva- 
lier d'^^ubigny^  who  gave  him  a  little  Ven- 
ture, which  I  am  afraid  he'll  lofe,  as  he 
made  but  a  bad  Voyage  :  This  Lofs  will 
go  hard  upon  him.,  I  am  exceedingly  con- 
cerned at  it.

Mrs.  k  Verrier  has  had  a  good  State  of 
Health;  fhe  gives  her  Service,  and  affures 
me  file  will  write  to  you  with  as  much  good 
Will  as  I  do.  Believe  me  wholly,  and  a 
thoufand  times  more  vours  than  I  am  to  my 
felf.

SIR, 

WITH  true  Pleafure  I  have  received 
the  Letter  you  honour'd  me  with 
of  the  Third  ot  laft  June  by  the  Illinois^ 
it  came  in  three  Months  Time,  by  the 
Orders  you  had  given  to  the  Sieur  Bejlct. 

I  am  fenfible  of  the  Part  you  have  taken 
in  promoting  my  Brother  in  the  King's 
Regiment. 

It  is  very  agreeable  to  me  to  find  that  you 
have  conceiv'd  fuch  an  Idea  of  the  Means 
that  I  may  take  to  procure  this  Colony,  the 
Tranquility  that  it  greatly  wants,  you  fur- 
niili  mc  with  thefe  Means,  Sir,  when  you 
give  me  the  AfTurances  you  do.  I  {hall 
labour  to  fucceed  and  anfwer  your  Expec- 
tations, and  iliall  acquaint  you  with  whaC 
palfes  jn  Reo;ard  to  the  Savage  Nations, 
being  perfuaded,  that  on  your  fide,  you 
will  refufe  me  no  AfiTiftance  that  may  tend 
ro  bring  this  Work  about,  which  cannot 
he  otherwife  than  extreme  difficult,  by  the 
many  Abufes  that  have  crept  among  theru 
^or  a  great  while* 
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I  DID  my  felf  the  Honour  to  inform  you, 
the  i9Ch  of  ^ugufi  laft,  by  way  of  the 
Illinois y  and  the  24ch  of  the  fame  Month, 
by  the  way  of  France^  of  the  Situation  in 
which  I  found  the  Affairs  of  this  Country, 
at  my  Arrival ;  and  what  means  I  intended 
to  make  ufe-of  to  remedy  what  was  amifs; 
I  alfo  acquainted  you  of  an  Attempt  the 
Chichacas  had  made  in  May  laft,  upon  a 
French  Pirogue,  on  the  Banks  of  the  MiJ/i- 
Jippis  40  Leagues  above  the  Pviver  of  the 
Tazouxs. 

The  Chicachas  have  fince  returned  me,  ac 
different  times,  three  Freiich  Men,  a  French 
Woman,  and  a  Savage  of  cur  Allies,  whom 
they  had  taken  in  the  Pirogue  ;  and  they 
wrote  to  me  by  the  Prifoners,  in  the  moft 
moving  manner;  to  engage  me  to  grant 
them  Peace  \  that  they  knew  I  was  the  Son 
of  a  mighty  Chief,  who  had  io  long  go- 
verned all  the  Nations  of  the  North,  and 
had  made  them  happy,  which  gave  them 
Hopes  that  1  would  pity  them,  by  rellor- 
ing  them  Life,  which  they  had  not  enjoyed 
for  many  Years.  They  alfo  came  feveral 
Times  to  our  Fort  of  the  Halihamons,  to 
defire  the  Commander  of  the  Poft  to  write 
to  me  in  their  Favour,  and  to  let  me  know, 
that  if  I  would  procure  them   Peace,  they 

G  would 
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would  drive  the  EngUJh  from    them,  and 
would  receive  fuch  Perfons   to    treat  as  I 
fhould  think  fit   to  appoint.     They   have, 
in  the  laft  Place,    fent  me    a    white   Flag 
and  a   Wand  of  Peace,    which  I  found  at 
Mobile  on  my  Arrival  there;  and  they  fent 
me   Word,  they  would  repair  in  a   fhort 
Time  to  the  Halibamo?is,  to  know  my  lafl 
Refolution.  Immediately  I  fent  anExprefs 
to  the  Comm.ander  of  the  Poft  of  the  Hali" 
bampns,  to  let  them  know,  in  cafe  they  were 
come  for   miy  Anfwer,  that  I  was  highly 
plcafed  with  their  prefentDifpofition  5  that 
the  RngllJJd  were  the  Caufe  of  all  their  Mif- 
fortunes,  and  that  they  were  taking  proper 
Meafures  to  preferve  the  Peace  I  was   en- 
deavouring to  procure  for  them,  in  refolv- 
ing  to  drive  the  Engli/h  cut  of  their  Coun- 
try, and  to  receive  none  but  French  to  treat 
with  ;  and  that,  as  foon  as    this  Condition 
Ihould  be  performed,  I  would  fend  for   the 
Chiefs  and  principal  People  of  their  Nation, 
after  I    fhould  fettle    the  Peace   with  the 
Cbaffcis,  my  Children,    who  were  fuddenly 
expeftcd  at  Mobile ,    and  whom  I  would  in- 
fluence in    their  Favour,  and  engage  them 
to  fend  my  Views  of  making  Peace  for  all, 
and  unite  their  Intcrclts.  In  Confecjucnceof 
this,  I  held  a  general  Affembly  at  Medaille, 
Jan,  29.   of  the  fix  principal  Chiefs,    and 
other  confiderable^  Leaders,    and  principal 

Warriors 
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Warriors  of  the  feveral  Villages  of  ihcCbac* 
tas  Nation,  with  A'ijhich  I  was  entirely  fa- 
tisfied. 

I  FOUND  them  very  different  from  what  I 
had  been  told  :  They  are  tradable  Savages, 
and  ftrongly  attached  to  the  French  ;  of 
which  they  gave  me  a  Proof  in  the  Council 
I  affembled.  in  relation  to  the  Peace  the 
Chicachas  fue  for. 

I  MADE  a  Speech  to  them,  in  which  I 
gave  a  Relation  of  all  the  Steps  that  the 
Chicachas  had  taken  with  me,  to  obtain 
Peace  ;  and  obferving  that  it  was  not  pro- 
per to  grant  it  till  they  had  performed 
their  Promifes  of  driving  out  the  EngUJh  ; 
they  anfwered  me,  in  the  Name  of  their 
whole  Nation,  that  having  a  better  In- 
fight  into  Affairs,  and  knowing  the  Red 
Men  and  their  Interefls  better  than  them- 
felves,  they  referred  themfelves  to  what- 
ever I  fhould  judge  befl  to  determine,  either 
as  to  Peace  or  War  5  that  they  had  no  other 
Will  than  mine,  to  which  they  would  fub- 
mit  in  every  thing  ;  and  that  they  would 
contentedly  remain  in  theirVillages  for  my 
Orders,  where  they  were  in  hafte  to  return, 
left  their  Wives  and  Children  fhould  fuffer 
by  their  Abfence.

After  I  had  exprefled  the  Satisfaftion  I 
had  received  from  their   Manner  of  afting 
in  rhefe  nice  Circumftances,    I    told  them, 
thar  ab  foon  as  the  Chicachas  had  driven  a- 
Vv  a)   the  E?iyiijh,  I  would  give  them  Peace, 
bu:  rhat   without  that    Condition,    I  could 
not  relolve  to  do  fo  ;  being  perfuaded,  that 
it  would  be  of  no  ufe,  and  that  they  would 
not  lon.gobferve  it,     I  alfo  added,  that  as 
the  Chicachas  had  fixed  a  time  to  come  to 
the  HMlbamonSy  to  acquaint  me  with  their 
fii  ai    Refolution,    which  was  not   yet   ex- 
pired ;  and  as  themfelves  were  prelling  to 
reru  n   to  their  Villages,    I  would  advifc 
them  to  a  Sufpenfion  of  Arms,  till  I  knew 
whicher   the  Chicachas  had  drove  out  the 
Evpjifh  from   them  5  for  which  purpofe  I 
vas  going   to  fend  an  Exprefs,  at  whofe 
Return  I  would  let  them  know,  whether 
it   was   Peace   or  War.     That   in   cafe  of 
Peace,  it  ought  to   be  a  folid   one  ;  that 
they  fhould  not  break  it  without  acquaint- 
ing me  with  their  Reafon,  and  without  my 
Confent  ;    but  on    the    contrary,    if  War 
fliould  be  continued,  they  fhould  pufli  it 
more   vigoroufly   than   ever,    in  order  to 
oblige  that  Nation  to  keep  its  Word,  and 
to  perform  my  Will. 

The 
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The  CbaBasYcvy  much  approved  of  what 
I  faid,  and  promifed  entirt^ly  to  conform, 
referving  however  to  themleives  the  Right 
of  Defence,  during  the  Sufpenfion  of  Arms, 
and  even  of  vigoroully  repelling  the  CA;Vj- 
cbas  ifthey  prefumed  to  attack  them  in  their 
hunting  Places  or  Villages,  which  I  very 
much  approved  of. 

I  ACTED  in  this  Manner,  Sir,  to  fhew  the 
Chi  caches,  that  it  only  depends  upon  me 
to  procure  the  Peace  they  have  fo  earneli-'y 
defired;  and  to  let  them  know  at  the  fame 
Tim.e,  that  I  will  not  grant  it  till  they  have 
driven  the  EjigUJh  out  of  their  Country, 
without  which  the  Peace  could  be  of  no  Ufc 
to  them,  and  prejudicial  to  us  all. 

Before  the  Chactas  were  departed  from 
Mobiky  I  received  an  Exprefsfrom  the  Ha- 
libamons,  by  which  I  was  informed  that  the 
Chicachas  were  not  yet  arrived  there.  The 
appointed  Time  indeed  was  not  expired 
when  the  Exprefs  came  away;  but  as,  in 
November  laft,  a  Party  of  ChaHas  meeting 
With  an  Fjiglijb  Convoy  upon  the  Road  be- 
tween Carolina  and  the  Country  of  the  Chi- 
cachasy  plundered  it,  and  killed  three £;2^- 
HJfomeriy  and  two  Chicachas  :  I  apprehend, 
that  this  Affair,  which  muft  have  provoked 

the 
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the  Englijh,  has  engaged  them  to  ufe  their 
utmoft  Endeavours  with  the  Chicachas  to 
prevent  their  making  Peace  with  us  and  the 
ChaFfas  ;  for  fince  that  Stroke,  the  Chica- 
chas have  not  returned  to  the  Halibamons  ; 
fo  that  I  am  (till  in  Uncertainty  with  Re- 
gard to  them.  If  they  come  'tis  well  ;  it 
will  be  a  Sign  that  they  are  for  a  folid  Peace> 
by  driving  the  EngUlh  from  them  ;  if,  on 
the  contrary,  I  hear  nothing  by  the  Time 
prefcribed^  I  will  caufe  them  to  be  harder 
pufhed  than  ever;  for  which  I  depend  much 
upon  the  Chacras,  who  grow  warlike,  and 
who  have  promifed  to  execute  my  Orders. 

As  I  know  your  Inclinations  to  concur  in 
what's  for  the  Good  of  the  Service,  it  will 
be  proper  to  engage  your  Nations  to  fall 
upon  them  v/ith  more  Vigour  than  ever.  I 
know  that  they  are  much  afraid  of  them, 
and  it  will  be  the  certain  Way  to  bring 
them  to  Reafon,  in  cafe  they  ihould  break 
their  Word  with  me.  I  beg,  Sir,  you  will 
pleafe  to  give  me  your  Orders  accordingly. 

I  RECEIVED  Advice  of  an  Aclion  committed 
againft  them  laft  Summer  by  the  Savages 
of  the  North  ;  of  which,  perhaps,  they 
had  never  feenthe  like  :  It  was  of  a  famous 
Chicacha^  who  was  killed  in  Sight  of  their 
Villages  ;  whofc  Heart  they  tore  out,  and 

cut 
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cut  him  Limb  from  Limb.  ThisProceeding,! 
am  informed,  fpread  Terror  amongft  them, 
and  had  a  great  Share  in  the  laft  Step  they 
took  to  fue  for  Peace  with  fo  much  Ear- 
neftnefs. 

If  thefe  Savages  perfifl:  in  their  Suit,  and 
abandon  the  EngUJhy  I  fhall  not  hefitate  to 
give  them  Peace  ;  and  in  that  Cafe  they 
will  undoubtedly  infift  upon  the  northern 
People's  leaving  off  Hoftilities  againfl:  them. 
For  which  Purpofe,  and  in  order  to  give 
you  Advice  of  it,  I  will  im.mediately  fend 
an  Exprefs  to  carry  Necklaces  to  the  upper 
Nations,  to  engage  them  to  ftop  the  Paffa- 
ges,  and  that  you  may  give  your  Orders 
accordingly  ;  and  to  the  Eod  that  we  may 
be  able  to  aft  jointly  for  the  Good  of  the 
Service,  by  procuring  to  this  Colony  the 
Tranquility  it  has  need  of;  and  that  we 
may  draw  from  it  all  the  Advantages  it 
gives  Hopes  of,  by  the  different  Matters  it 
contains  of  the  greateft  Confequence  to 
Commerce;  every  Thing  thrives  abundantly 
in  a  Climate  which  is,  perhaps,  the  fineft 
in  the  World  :  It  is  a  perpetual  Spring,  ex- 
cepting four  Months  hot  Weather,  which 
however  are  tolerable. 

I  HAVE  found  this  Country  far  different 
from  what  it  wasreprefented;  had  I  known 

what 
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wliat  I  now  do,  f  iTiould  not  have  given  my 
felt.  Sir,  fo  much  Trouble  about  coming 
hither.  My  Health  has  been  a  little  im- 
paired on  my  Arrival,  but  now  enjoy  it  to 
Perfc£Hon.  I  have  Hopes  that  I  Ihall  ferve 
Cannada  without  any  Inconveniency. 

I  SUFFER,  Sir,  no  Troubles  on  Account  of 
ATr.  ^mand  de  Rigaud  5  I  was  well  perfuaded 
of  your  Concerns  tor  them  ;  it  was  not  ne- 
ccllary  that  you  Ihould  give  me  new  Af- 
furances,  they  even  praife  the  obliging 
Terms  you  employ  with  them.  Permit, 
that,  on  my  Part,  I  give  my  moft  humble 
Thanks  for  the  lame,  as  alfo  for  the  Share 
you  take  in  what  relates  to  me,  I  have  re- 
quelled  the  Continuance,  by  offering  you 
my  Services  in  this  Country,  I  flatter  my- 
felf  that  I  may  be  able  to  be  of  fome  Ad- 
vantage to  you:  I  entreat  you  to  give  me 
all  Opportunities  to  fliew  my  Acknowledg- 
ments tor  your  Civilities  to  my  Brother  ;  I 
hope  you  will  continue  them  to  him,  as 
I  ike  wife  to  Mr.  Lautagnac,  and  to  all  thofe 
that  [  am  intereiled  in.  I  was  charmed  to 
hear  chat  you  have  procured  a  Poft  for 
n'ir.  Guttinaut.  He  has  accjuaintcd  me  with 
his  Obligations  to  you:  1  will  not  recom- 
mend this  Matter  anymore,  fincc  I  find 
vou  omit  no  Opportunity  to  ferve  my 
Friends  and  me.

Neverthclefs  that  will  not  hinder 
us  from  laying  our  joint  Obfervations  before 
youi     The  Englijh   have  many  Years  pro- 

H  fitedi 
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fired  by    the  Inability  v/e  have   confiantly 
lain  under,  to  fupply  all  the  Goods   necel- 
fary  for  the  Confumption  of  the  Savages  of 
this  Country.     We  have  often  promiied  to 
furnifhthem,  but  have  not  been  able  to   do 
it.  Moft  of  them  infinuated  in  their  Speeches 
to  Monfieur  Faudrciiily  that  we  had  not  kept 
our  Word.     This  joined  to   the  prefent  Cir- 
cumftances  in  regard  to  thcChicachasy  if  we 
make  Peace  in  confequence  of  the  Meafures 
Monfieur  Vaiidreiiil  has    taken   upon   that 
Hcctd,  ftill  more  ftrongly  than  ever,  make 
tas   perceive  the   NeceiTity  of  providing   a 
greater  Quantity   of  trading   Goods  than 
what  is  fent  yearly  from   Fnvice  to   fettle 
proper  Negociators  in  the  Country.   Befides 
the  Chaoua?ionSy  heretofore  fettled  in  Canada^ 
and  very  well  known  to   Monfieur   de  Vau^ 
dreiiil,  are  come  to  fettle  among  the  Aliba* 
fr.ons:,    we  might  alfo  furnifh    their  Wants, 
and,  by  Degrees,  penetrate   among  the  Ca- 
ouitas,  TalapGUches,   Abecas,   and  other  Na- 
tions bordering  upon  the   j^Uhamons  :    And 
we  think  that  we  might  fucceed   in  driving 
out   the  F:nglij}j,    who  have  Magazines  in 
that  Part.  They  are  very  infinuating  Neigh- 
bours, and  fo  enterprizing,    that   we  think 
no  Tranquility  can  be  expefted  till  we  have 
taken  all  Pretexts  from  the  Savages  of  hav- 
ing Recourfe  to  them.     Thefe  are  the  Rea- 
sons that  have  prevailed  upon  Monfieur  de 

fan- 
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Vaudreiiil  to  defire  the  Augmentation  of 
trading  Goods^  mentioned  in  the  annexed 
Lifl,  which  v/c  eftimate  will  amount  to 
8o,coo  Livres  of  France.  Tho'  this  Aug- 
nientation  may  feem  large,  it  is  proper  to 
obferve,  that  this  Fund  is  but  an  Advance, 
and  that  it  will  return  to  the  King  as  faft 
:ls  the  Goods  are  difpofed  of  :  Befides,  if  the 
Ivleafures  which  Monfieur  de  Faudreiiil  has 
taken  to  maintain  good  Orders,  Ihould  have 
the  Succefs  we  hope  for,  we  flatter  ourfelves 
that  your  Lordfliip  will  not  difapprove  of 
the  Charges  that  unavoidably  attend  the 
fame.  Laft  Year  we  addreffed  to  your 
Lordfliip,  by  the  Ship,  the  Charentey  a  Box 
filled  with  different  Patterns  of  the  Goods 
which  the  Englijh  fell  to  the  Savages  with 
an  explanatory  Memorandum.  It  is  much 
to  be  wifhed,  that  thofe  Patterns  are  con- 
formed to,  in  the  Goods  we  daily  expedl 
by  the  King's  Ship.

Calumet,  or  Pipe  of  Peace  (among  the  Indians)  is  a  large 
Tobacco  Pipe,  madeofred,  black  or  white  Marble  j  the  Head 
IS  finely  polifh'd,  and  the  Quill,  which  is  commonly  two  Feet 
and  a  half  long,  is  made  of  a  pretty  ftrong  Reed  or  Cane, 
adorned  with  Feathers  of  all  Colours,  interlaid  with  Locks  of 
Women's  Hair  ;  They  tie  to  it  two  Wings  of  the  mod  curious 
Birds  they  can  find,  which  makes  their  Calumet  Ibmewhat  re- 
femble  Mercury's  Wand.  This  Pipe  is  a  Pafs  and  Safe  Conduct 
amongft  the  Allies  of  the  Nation  who  has  given  it,-  and  in  all 
Embalfies  the  Ambaifador  carries  it  as  the  Symbol  of  Peace  ; 
and  they  are  generally  perfuaded  that  a  great  Misfortune  would 
befal  them  if  they  violated  the  publick  Faith  of  the  Calumet. 

All  their  Enterprize?,  Declarations  of  War,  or  ConcLfions 
of  Peace,  as  well  as  their  other  Ceremonies,  are  confirmed 
with  this  Calumet:  They  fill  that  Pipe  with  the  beft  Tobacco 
they  have,  and  prefent  it  to  tliofe  wirh  whom  they  have 
concluded  any  great  Affair,  and  then  Imoak  out  of  the  fame 
after  them.  '•'
